Manchester Rabbi’s Declaration on 
United Nations Day 

There is one flag we miss. There is one Ally who 
remains unnamed. who is not included in the official list 


although he is second to none in. suffering and sacrifice. 

Why should we Jews be the nameless Ally of the Allied 

Nations? 

Phe speaker was Rabbi Dr. Altmann, Manchester's Communal! 
Rabbi, during the special service held at the Great Synagogue, 
Cheetham Hill. on United Nations Day. ; 

The blue and white flag of Zion which was carried tn the 
procession from the Synagogue was described by the preacher 
as “ the flag of the unnamed Ally, Jewry. * Surely,” he went 
on, “the enemy recognises the Jewish people as a nation with 
whom he is at war. He singles us out for a special kind of 
warlare, The yellow badge Jews have to wear, the ghetto walls 
which shut them in, the special restricuons to which they are 
subjected are in addition to the fate they have in common with 
their fellow-citizens. The enemy seems to be determined to 
carry out against us a policy not merely of enslavement, but ot 
extermination. Why, then, should we have no right to fight 
for our very existence and for our honour as a nation? ” 

At the service the United Nations were represented by 
members of the Consular Service, and officers of the United 
States Army. A procession, of over 500, led by mounted police, 
and headed by Lt.-Col. B. H. Rothband, Major E. C. Q. 
Henriques, and other communal leaders, was composed of Jewish 
personnel from the armed Forces, Home Guard, Civil Defence, 
ex-Servicemen, and industrial workers, who marched smartly 
to the strains of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade Bugle Band to join 
the main. procession and proceed to Albert Square. Here 
it -Col. B. H. Rothband took charge of the ceremonial parade. 
and Dr. Altmann and Major E. C. Q. Henriques, and Rabbi 
S. Gaguin, were invited to join the Lord Mayor on the dais.

Blitz’? Tactics Needed 
WEIZMANN ATTITUDE CONDEMNED 


Our New York Correspondent cables: 

Mr. Pierre van Paassen, the well-known non-Jewish American 
journalist and author who ts National Chairman of the Com- 
mittee for a Jewish Army. speaking mn Philadciphia on Sunday 
at the last of a series of testimonial dinners given in his honous 
throughout the U.S.A... vigorously attacked Dr. Weizmann tor 
his recent Statements characterising the Jewish Army as “ pre 
fentious and tantastic and for declaring himsel! satisticd with 
regiment of Jews.” 

Among those present at the dinner were 
Senator Murray; Senator Mead. numerous Congressmen, the 
noted film actor Melvyn Douglas, the tamous French Jewish 
playwright Henn Bernstein, and many other notables 

Ihe guest of honour said that the utterances made bv Dk 
Weizmann might be expected trom Colonial Office othicials, but 
nm trom a Jewrsh leade The Jews had looked to the Zronist 
leader ‘for encouragement and support in behalf of unity: at 
sO tragrc an hour, continued Mr. van Paassen. He condemned 
* ward-heel* politicians who waste time, money, and 
energies on the schisms of machine politics within, instead of 
bringing to bear everything they have upon an onslaught agains 
the enemys trom without, who does not so divide his 
but concentrates on the complete destruction of all Jewry.’ 

Addressing himself to the British Government, Mr’ van Paasea 
declared, Ihe Committee for a Jewish Army is not pleading 
lor special favours or privileges and does not wish to embarrass 
any Government or interfere with diplomatic pacts. It merely 
offers the United Nations on the eve of the most crucial phase 
a substantial military unit composed of men clamouring for a 
chance to do them share in the war of survival 

“ It ws high time the offer of a Jewish Army be taken out of 
the diplomatic archives and placed on the conference table of 
the United Nations’ military leaders as they map the world 
strategy of the democratic forces.”

CONSCRIPTION OF ALLIED 
NATIONALS 


Government’s Enabling Bill 


(By our Lobby Correspondent} 


The Government introduced on Wednesday the Allied Powers 
(War-Service) Bill to authorise the conscription of Allied 
nationals for military service The nationals aaeepted are 
Belgians, Czechoslovaks, Dutch, Greeks, Norwegians, Poles, 
and Yugdéslavs. If this legislation is passed, it will be open to 
the Ministry of Labour and National Service, after consultation 
and im agreement with cach of those Allied Governments, to 
apply the new act by Order in Council to the nationals of any 
of those countries. 

The effect of such an Order in Council will be that from the 
date determined in the Order Allied nationals of military age, 
who have not by that day joined their own national force, 
will be hable to be called up to the British Forces under the 
British National Service Act, unless they have been granted 
certilicates of exemption by their own National Government. 

This matter has been under consideration mainly by the 
Forcign Office for some time with representatives of each of 
the Allied Governments established in this country. It is an 
enabling Bill but all the seven are expected to apply for the 
powers. According to a rough estimate, less than 10,000 men 
of military age remain in civil lite, of whom a proportion are 
domg essential work. The Bill ts extended to the Isle of Man. 


SUSTAINED SOLICITUDE FOR 18B’s

Mr. Morrison replied: As regards persons who are detained 
for purposes of public security, | should not be justified in 
relaxing the rule that all interviews must be supervised. 

Sir A. Knox: Is the right hon, Gentleman aware that some 
of these people wha are interned are preparing an action 
against his predecessor: is it not natural, but perhaps foolish, 
that they imagine that their interviews with thei legal advisers 
are being supervised for a special reason, and would tt not be 
wiser to allow them to put their cases to their legal advisers, 
who, after all, are solicitors above reproach?

MAINTENANCE & WAGES FOR 18B’s 
But Few Willing to Work 


Mr. Eomuno Harvey (Ind., English Universities) asked the 
nature of the work supplied to persons detained under Regula- 
tion 188 Who were without private means; and the hours 
of labour and the rates of payment for this work. 

Mr. Morrison: Most of the persons detained under this 
Regulation are now in a camp in the Isle of Man. The number 
who are willing to undertake work is limited and for most 
of these, work is found in the camp services, such as cooking, 
cleaning, clerical, and other duties. Some of them also go to 

| Generally 
speaking, the payment for their services ranges from 6d. to a 
Is. per day. The daily hours do not exceed eight save in 
exceptional circumstances, such as harvesting, when extra pay- 
ment 1s made, Of the men detained under this Regulation at 
Brixton Prison only one at present.elects to work. He is 
employed on making mail bags at which 3s. a week can be 
earned. For the women at Holloway Prison, laundry work, 
needlework, and cleaning are available. The daily hours of 
labour are about 5} and the rate of payment is 6d a day. 

Mr. Harvey: Is not the rate of payment based on the allow- 
ances granted to prisoners, and ought there not to be some 
differentiation in the case of untried persons who have been 
detained and who have no means of support? 

Mr. Morrison: 1 hardly think so. [t must be remembered that 
we are maintaining them at the public expense. In the bulk 
of the 188 cases they do not wish to work, and we do not 
cenpel them to do so. 

Sik THomas Moore (C., Ayr Burghs): Would it not be possible 
to furnish these people with more useful and remunerative work. 
or even compel them to do more useful and remunerative work. 
so that they, can support their families outside? 

Mr. Morrison: I doubt whether that is practicable. As to the 
point. whether we should compel them to work. I think the 
House has taken the view that because of the nature of these 
Cases we ought not to impose compulsion upon them. 1 wish 
they were all willing to work, but, as I have said. .in the 
majority of cases they prefer not to work. 


MR. BRACKEN HITS OUT AGAIN 
“I Cannot Pander to Anti-Semitic Prejudice” 


Mk. Bracken, Minister of Information, was asked by Sir 
Watpron Smirners (Con., Chislehurst) whether, in view of the 
wealth of expert knowledge represented by a list of 22 venile- 
men, which he had sent to the Minister, he would use them to 
replace aliens in the B.B.C. and the Ministry of Information, 
and thus stop German intiltration. 

Mr. Bracken replied: “ I resent that suggestion very much 
It is a great pity that this House should be used as a sounding- 
board tor this mean campaign against decent Germans who lett 
their country because of their opposition to Hitler, and who 
can play, and are playing, a mast worthy part in the war effort.” 

Carpiain Atan Granam (Con., Wirral) asked whether, in order 
to discourage anti-Semitic feeling in the Near East and else- 
where, and thus deprive the Germans of opportunities for Nazi 
propaganda in this direction, the Minister of Information would 
take especial care in regard to the personnel stafling important 
posts in his Muanistry. 

Mr. Bracken: “Character and abiliv are the qualities 
required by those who seck to join the Ministry of Information 
In making appointments to the stafl of this Ministry, | cannot 
pander to anti-Semitic prejudice m the Near East and

engagement of the “S.N.S.’ was so successful was a great 
thing, because it meant that they could go ahead. Afier that 
it was only a question of time before the thing spread over the 
whole of Northern Palestine. 

British instructors were used for the first three months, but 
afterwards Jewish instructors. Colonel Wingate himself imnsti- 
tuted a course of lectures for officers, and he became a fluent 
speaker of Hebrew. : 

After having trained these boys for three months at Ain 
Harod, along with some British officers, Colonel Wingate 
went to headquarters and they asked him, “ How do you 
find the Jews get on as soldiers? ” “ [ am glad to tell you,” 
he replied, “and you ‘will soon be able to see for yourself, 
that they are three times quicker than the British im learning 
their job, twice as keen, and every bit as brave.” 

They were not only brave, they were skilful, said Mrs. 
Wingate. She also spoke of the extraordinarily good intelligence 
service which they had and emphasised the fact that the whole 
scheme had depended upon two things—first, good imiormation, 
and secondly, specialised training and the courage and ingenuity 
of the men who carried nt out. They had to deal with an enemy 
many times their number, whose arms were at least as good as 
their own. Nor were the enemy leaders fools. 

fhe success of the “S.N.S.° was outstanding—-they were five 
times more successful than any other body m Palestine operating 
against the brigands. After a successful engagement, i Was 
Colonel Wingate’s principle and practice to summon. together 
the villagers and to address,them ‘in their own language, saying, 
“ We come to you as triends and brothers, not to take away 
trom vou your lives and your property, but to protect your 
homes and your families from those evil men among you who 
do not respect either God or the law.” This never failed to have 
an effect. and the consistent attitude of the Jewish soldiers so 
heartened the Arab peasantry that within a short time repre- 
sentatives from many villages would come voluntarily to the 
Jewish headquarters or to any Jewish settlement where the 
* S.N.S.° were quartered to give information about the gangs 

There came a time when. to Colonel Wingate’S great distress, 
it was decided that their operations should be curtailed and 
that they should be absorbed into the settlement police torce, 
and by 1939 the “S.N.S. and all the splendid men who were 
in it had more or less been put out of action. But what had 
not been put out of action was the spirit of the thing, which 
was more important than anything cise 

[here was a tremendous future for Palestine, said Mes 
Wingate, which was an exanrple to the world. There was nothing 
narrowly nationalistic about Palestine. they had 
nationalism in its best sense. She was glad that the Jews took the 
first step to put Palestine on a war tooting | think one day.”

THE JEWISH ARMY PROJECT 
American Committee’s Reply to Lord Croft 


Captain Jeremiah Helpern, representative in London of the 
American Committee for a Jewish Army, has issued the following 
statement in reply to Lord Croft's speech in the House of Lords: 

During the recent debate in the Hquse of Lords, Lord Croft, 
Parliamentary Under-Secretary to the War Office, stated that 
“if there are people in Palestine who want to fight, let them 
come along. The units in Palestine were open to all those 
who desired to fight Hitler and none was completely full. We 
will welcome any recruits that will comt.” 

This statement acquires added significance by virtue of the 

revious Ministerial statement made in the House of Commons 
o the Colonial Secretary on November 25, 1941, which read 
as follows: “ The Government has accepted in principle in 
October, 1940, the project submitted by Dr. Weizmann on behalf 
of the Zionist Organisation to recruit, partly in Palestine, 
about 3,000 and, partly in the United States and clsewhere, up 
to, say, 7,000 making a total of 10,000 for a Jewish force which 
will be incorporated in the British Army. The War Office of 
that time reached the conclusion that there was no early 
possibility of aemens such a force within their programme of 
expansion, and Dr. Weizmann was informed that consideration 
of the scheme would have to be postponed owing to difficulties 
of equipment.” 

Lord Croft's open.invitation to all to enlist clearly implies 
that there is no longer lack of equipment. This is further 
manifest from the fact that there are already nearly 20,000 
Palestine Jewish volunteers on active service in the Near East, 
whilst in addition, by a special regulation issued quite recently, 
15,000 Jewish police have been armed and transformed into 
a military force. It would appear, therefore, that the only 
reason for postponing the creation of a Jewish Army has dis- 
appeared and H.M. Government should now be called upon to 
implement their acceptance nearly two years ago of the 
principle involved. 

The American Committee for a Jewish Army, which was 
established about two years ago, was by no means surprised 
at the rejection of the offer of Dr. Weizmann. They considered 
that the real reason for such rejection was not the difficulty of 
equipment but the insignificance of the offer of 10,000 men, 
which would be at best of only local and tactical value out 
of all proportion to the pohtical and technical difficulties 
involved in the creation of a separate Jewish force. The military 
advisers of the American Committee, after careful and con- 
servative calculation, arrived at an estimated minimum figure 
of 200,000 men likely to result from a recruiting campaign for 
a specifically Jewish and not meérely Palestine force to fight 
against Hitler on any required battlefield .under inter-Allied 
command. 

The American Committee has published the figures upon 
which their estimate is based and justified their view that 
100,000 Jewrsh volunteers could be quickly enrolled in Palestine 
and the Near East, while another 100,000 could be recruited 
trom among the stateless and uprooted Jews in other free parts 
of the world. 

Lord Croft stated also that in view of shipping difficulties it 
would be uneconomical to take trained men from the United 
States to Palestine. This is undeniable. The shipping difficulty 
is undoubtedly real, but it apples with equal force to transport 
of troops and material generally. If, however, the war goes 
on for another year, and who can be sure that it will not, why 
rot, as a measure of mil.tary foresight, have 100,000 additional! 
men, fully trained in the United States within a maximum penod 
of six months, to be used on any required battleficld as and 
when shipping facilities are available? These men could be 
sent, 1f need be, to the Near Fast in the same way as the 20,000 
American troops which have just landed in Basra. 

Lord Croft paid eloquent tribute to the services rendered 
by the Jewish volunteers from Palestine in France, Greece. 
Crete, and Libya, Where he said they had suffered heavy casual- 
ties. It must not be forgotten that all these men volunteered 
because of their belief that they would become the vanguard 
of a Jewish Army. Is it asking too much to see to it that the 
gallantry, the heroism, and sacrifice of these Jews, to whom Lord 
Crott has paid just tribute. should be put down clearly to the 
credit of their own people and not to the credit of some ill- 
detined and non-existent “ Palestinian “ nation? The daring and 
heroism of Canadians, Poles Czechs, and even Scots and Welsh. 
during the war are not ascribed to the Allied armies.in general, 
but to the several and special units in which they serve. 

The willingness to votunteer of the Jews is well illustrated: by 
the ene figures of enlistment up to a recent date. Out of 
an Arab population in the Near East, within the Allied sphere, 
of some 40 millions, there have been only about 8,000 volun- 
teers, which means the microscopic figure of one soldier for 
every 5,000 of the population The Jews in Palestine number 
only 500,000, and have already given, despite the discourage- 
ment of Jewish sentiments. about 35,000 volunteers. This is 
in comparison 350 times as many 


“UNITED NATIONS DAY” 
Jews Still Denied Right to an Army 


Professor Selig Brodetsky, speaking at a conference of key 
workers in the Information Department of the Zionist Organisa- 
ton in London on United Nations Day, said Yhat the Jewish 
people in Palestine and throughout the world identified them- 
selves wholeheartedly with the United Nations in their struggle, 
and shared the general hope for an early Allied victory. Jewish 
soldiers in their scores of. thousands were fighting in the 
British, Imperial, American, Russian, and other Allied Armies. 

They desired to have their own fighting force within the 
British Army, recruited mainly in Palestine and fighting under 
the Jewish flag, to make their own specific national contribution 
to the common cause. It was most regrettable, said Dr. 
Brodetsky, that the British Government still denied the Jews 
the right to their own fighting force, although that right had 
been granted to the other United Nations. 

The Jewish national flag—the Shield of David on a blue-and- 
white background—was flown together with the Union Jack at 
the headquarters of the World Zionist Organisation in London 
on Sunday and was carried by Jewish ex-Servicemen in a civic 
procession in Manchester.

JEWISH LABOUR CONFERENCE 


A Home for Millions of Jews 
LABOUR’S WORK FOR THE YISHUY 


“It is the great ambition of Palestinian Jewry, and, first of 
all, of the Palestinian Jewish Labour Movement to prepare 
Palestine for the receiving of milhons of Jews after this war, 
when millions of Jews are looking for a Home to go to,” said 
Mr. Berl Locker, addressing a meeting of the Friends of Jewish 
Labour in Palestine at the Conway Hall, Red Lion Square, 
W.C. on Sunday. 

If, said Mr. Locker, in comparison with the last war their 
position had changed in all the countries of the world for the 
worse, he believed they could say that, with all their setbacks 
and difficulties, theif position had changed somewhat for the 
better. Palestine was a tiny country. But with it were connected 
the hopes of thousands of years, and during the last 25 years 
a number of things had been achieved. First, there was fhe 
achievement, by no means small, of numbers. They had in 
Palestine at the end of the last war about 60,000 Jews. They 
now had over half-a-miliion Jews—almost a tenfold growth. 

Those half-million Jews, moreover, were of quite a different 
quality. -The majority of the earlier Jews had come to Palestine 
to die there, and the New Yishuv was represented by only a 
minority. What they had now in Palestine, however, was 
something unique in the whole of the Jewish life in all the 
countries of the world. There a substantial part of their people 
had gone back to the soil, and they were a very important 
section. 


25 per cent of Jews in Histadrut 


Out of the 560,000 Jews in Palestine, 125,000 were members 
of the great federation, the Histadrut, apart from 
the 10,000 or 15,000 who belonged to smaller. Labour groups. 
They had built up great institutions on the initiative of Labour, 
led and administered by Labour. It was first of all a Labour 
community, although there were other elements who were doing 
their bit, and who were taking their part in the process of 
building yp. ‘ 

After making the statement that it was Palestine Jewry’s great 
ambition to prepare Palestine for receiving millions of Jews 
when the war was over, Mr. Locker made it clear that this did 
not mean that they abandoned their rights anywhere in_ the 
world. No State had a right to tell the Jews to go. They 


demanded that in the new international order Jews should have 


effective international guarantees for their civil, political, an¢ 
economic rights. They demanded the right not to be persecuted, 
but to be given decent conditions of life wherever they might be. 

Mr.: Locker, referring to the speech in the House of Lords 
by Lord Moyne, former Colonial Secretary, and his references 
to Madasgascar, said Lord Moyne must know that in Hitler's 
plan of murdesing the Jewish people Madagascar was an 
important element. All plans to settle the Jews in countries 
outside Palestine had so far failed. The only country for such 
settlement was Palestune. 

A resolution was passed, on the proposal of Mr. Locker, 
pledging co-operation with the Histadrut and demandimg the 
establishment of an order of society which would give al! 
peoples cquality, justice, and freedom, and guaranteeing the 
rights of all minorities. 

Mr. Morris Myer, seconding, recalled Mr. Churchill's promise 
to the Jews, made in his message in the Centenary issue of Tui 
JewisH CuHronicie, that they would not be forgotten when the 
peace came to be made. 


HECHALUTZ CONFERENCE 
Affiliation to Zionist Federation 


Hechalutz b’Anglia held its third annual conference at the 
Hachshara Kibbutz Bredons-Norton, in Worcestershire, recently, 
Thirty-five delegates attended, mainly from ‘agricultural work, 
but also from. factories They represented seven Kibbutzim 
and many individually placed members as well as some now 
serving with the Pioneer Corps and Allied Armies. 

After the formal opening by Mr. Lichtenstein, Messrs. L. R 
Meisels and A. Ben Israc!l read papers on “ The future of the 


Jewish people and the task of Hechalutz.” Mr. Berl Locker 
spoke on political problems of Zionism. | 
The Conference joined with the Zionist movement as a 


whole in the demand for a Jewish fighting force. 

The second part of the Conference was dedicated to the work 
of the movement, and the session on the future tasks of 
Hechalutz gave proof of the determination of the movement 
to make Chalutziut the leading factor for Jewish youth. Special 
attention was paid during the discussion to the social and 
cultural problems of the younger generation and to the needs 
of those members of Hechalutz who are not in the Kibbutzim. 
A number of resolutions were carried which wil give a basis 
for the organisational and educational work of Hechajatz. 

Authorisation was given to the Secretariat to bring about the 
affiliation of Hechalutz b’Anglia with the Zionist Federation. 
The Executive consists of Messrs. A. Ben Israel, S. Ehrlich FP. 
Lichtenstein, O. Sinek, and R. Meisels, t® first four of whom 
form the Secretariat. 


DR. WEIZMANN’S PLEDGE 


Arab Autonomy in Jewish State 


The belief that a Jewish Homeland in Palestine will be the 
inevitable result of an Allied victory was expressed by Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann, President of the Zionist Organisation and 
of the Jewish Agency for Palestine, speaking at a dinner given 
in his honour in New York last weck. 

A large number of Jewish and non-Jewish notables attended 
the dinner. 

Dr. Weizmann pledged full autonomy for the Arabs in a 
future Jewish State, and added that this State might even join 
an Arab Federation under proper safeguards 

A message from President Roosevelt, im which he expressed 
his “high appreciation of Dr. Weizmann’s scientific and 
humanitarian achievements in the course of a long and distin- 
guished career,’ was read out at the dimner.

‘“ PREMATURE FORECASTS ” 
Mr. Shertok’s Warning 


in Bagdad and. London regarding 
the political future of the Near East, and particularly of Pales- 
tine, were characterised as premature by Mr. Moshe Shertok, 
head of the Politica! Department of the Jewish Agency, when 
he addressed a big recruiting meeting in Tel-Aviv on Tuesday. 

“ The answer to the sweeping forecast ventured ig Bagdad,” 
Mr. Shertok declared, “ is to be found in the Book of Kings: 
‘Let not him that girdeth on his harness boast himself as he 
that putteth it off.’ 

Referring to last week's debate in the House of Lords, Mr. 
Shertok deprecated Lord Moyne’s unwarranted warning against 
provoking civil war in Palestine. He wondered, he said, whether 
the implications of such statements were fully realised by those* 
taking upon themselves the responsibility for making them. 
He expressed the beliet that rejection of a policy not because 
it was not based on just and moral grounds, or not because it 
was not considered as vital on practical grounds, but simply 
because it might be opposed by force, and the acceptance ot 
the principle that one had to bow to force, must inevitably lead 
to conclusions not desired by the British Government and 
certainly not by the Jews 

Urging his audience to make every effort to increase recruit- 
ment, Mr. Shertok stressed the importance of the Yishuv's 
war effort in agriculture, industry, and scientific research. He 
expressed his conviction, however, that many more thousands 
could be spared for enlishment in the Army without impairing 
the productive capacity of the Yishuv. 


LORD MOYNE WELCOMED BY ARAB PRESS 


The first reaction to the debate in the House of Lords coming 
from the Arab side is shown in an editonmal published in the 
Arab daily, FAaLasrin. 

“ The fact that Lord Wedgwood's broadcast to New York 
aroused a storm not in Bagdad, Jerusalem, Damascus, or 
Amman, but in London,” the editorial says, “ shows clearly 
that London is aware of the Arab question, and there is no 
doubt that this indicates. an important change in London's 
attitude to the Arab movement. which is most gratifying.” 

While Dr. Weizmann declared in the United States that only 
Palestine can solve the Jewish problem, the editorial adds, it 
was the former Colonial Secretary, Lord Moyne, and not a 
Nuri Pasha or Auni Bey Abdu! Hadi, nor Fares el-Khoury, 
nor a Nahas Pasha, who has risen in Parliament to counter the 
statement of the Zionist leader. The Arabs may now rest 
assured. the editorial concludes, that there are sufficient people 
in London who in time of need will fulfil the functions devolving 
on Arab leaders.

ATTACK ON GERMAN-LANGUAGE 
NEWSPAPER 
Printing Press Blown Up 


Ihe printing press of the BLUMENTHALS Nevueste WNacn- 
RM HTEN, a Jewrsh daily published in Tel-Aviv in the German 
language. Was destroyed on Friday last at midnight through the 
explosion of a bomb, reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 
A fire broke out which damaged a number of garages and work- 
hops in the neighbaurhood. 

The continued publication of a Jewish paper in the German’ 
language has aroused much imdignation among the national- 
Minded population, and the demand for a ban on publications 
in foreign languages has lately been put forwatd with increasing 
insistence 

On Friday morning, a van carrying copies of BLUMENTHALS 
NECESTE NACHRICHTEN was stopped on the outskirts of Jeru- 
salem by tour youths, who burned. the papers and requested 
the driver under threats not to carry that newspaper to 
Jerusalem again. 

The attack on the newspaper was severely condemned by the 
Tel-Aviv Municipal Council and by the entre Hebrew press. 


PROTESTS AGAINST FOREIGN-LANGUAGE 
MEETINGS 


Stormy demonstrations against the public use of languages 
other than those officially recognised in Palestine took place 
in Tel-Aviv recently. reports the J.T.A., when several meetings 
ot different groups of immigtants were broken up by angry 
crowds. 

An editorial in the Palestine Hebrew Labour daily, Davar, 
condemns this action of * Hebraist zealots,’ declaring that their 
exaggerated ardour could bsing about no solution to the 
problem of the public use of forcign languages. On the other 
hand, the editorial condemns the organising of public meetings 
conducted in foreign languages, declaring that the organisers of 
such mectings openly disregard the sentiments of the Yishuv.

The value of imports into Palestine in the first two months 
of this year, according to the Government Office of Statistics 
Bulletin, reports Palcor, was £P.3,164,000,. compared with 
£P.1,629,000 for the same period in 1941. Exports in the same 
two months amounted to £P.377,000, as against £P.144,000 in 
January and February of last year. The-value of manufactured 
goods exported from Palestine rose to £P.160,000, from 
£P.42,000 in the previous year. While the increase is partially 
due to higher prices, larger quantities of goods were both 
imported and exported.

Vigorous protests against the persecution of the Jews in 
Slovakia were registered by the accredited representatives of 
the Czechoslovakian Government and by M.P.s at a largely 
attended public meeting organised last week by the Federation 
of Czechoslovakian Jews at the Royal Hotel, Woburn Place. fhe 
meeting was presided over by the Chigf Rabbi, Dr. J. H. Hertz, 
as President of the Federation. 

strongly supporting the objects of the meeting 
included one from the Foref¥n Secretary, Mr. Anthony Eden; 
Dr. Benes, the President of the Czechoslovakian Republic; 
Cardinal Hinsley; Sir Herbert Emerson, High Commissioner for 
Refugees (reported in THe Jewish CHRonicLe last week); and 
Protessor Brodctsky. 

The Chief Rabbi said that meeting had been called as a 
solemn protest against the inhuman spoliation and expufion 
of the Jews by Slovakia’s puppet rulers. 

The 80,000 Slovak Jews had been deprived of their human 
rights, and all their property had been confiscated. Many of 
their Rabbis had been imprisoned; and the renowned theo- 
logical colleges closed. Sano Mach, the Slovak quisling, had 
reported at the beginning of May that 32,000 Jews had already 
been deported, with the threat that by the end of May the 
number would have risen to 45,000; and that, by the end of 
September, the last Jew would have left. 

They had to go back 450 years to Spain for a similar expul- 
sion of an entire population, said Dr. Hertz. But it was .not 
quite as inhuman. At that timé, Italy was ready to receive 
the victims. Turkey welcomed them and the North African States 
were open to them. To-day, every door was barred and the 
deportation was strictly confined to Nazi Poland. That meant 
a sentence of death on the Slovakian Jews, 


Moral Degradation by the Nazis 


No appeal would have any effect on the Nazi barbarians 
themscives; but Slovakia was a coumry strongly religious, with 
a Catholic priest as its President. Perhaps some echoes of the 
meeting, if only Cardinal Hinsley’s letter of support, might reach 
its inhabitants. Perhaps also the solemn protests of the high 
Czechoslovak dignitaries remforced Dy the indignant. warnings 
of Members of Parliament, might open the eyes of the Free 
Slovaks of America to the moral degradation of their country 
by the Nazis and their hirelings. One of these Free men still 
left in Slovakia to-day had the courage to write in the 
PVANGELIAY Posot Tarier: What is being done to the Jews 
of Slovakia ts not m accordance with the principles ol humanity, 
and even less with the principles of true Christianity.” 

Ihe Slovak Government, said M. Juraj Slavik, Czechoslovak 
Minister of the Interior, were cruelly punishing Christians who 
assisted the Jewish outcasts, The Jews were humiliated and 
tortured, and when they wanted to save themselves by flight, 
they were put in prisons and subjected to torture. As Minister 
of the Cvechaslovak Republic, and as hk faithful son of. his 
Slovak people, he could proudly proclaim that the Slovak 
people were never inhuman or cruel. What was being per- 
petrated ugainst their Jewish fellow citizens and against other 
Czechoslovak Was but «a curse of enslavement showing 
itself in the inhuman acts of a few individual traitogs.

FUTURE OF AUSTRIA 
Mr. Wickham Steed’s Views 


Mr. Wickham Steed, the famous writer and authority on 
international aflairs, speaking at a meeting of the Austrian 
Democratic Union at the premises of the English Speaking 
Union, 37, Charles Street, W.1, on Thursday evening of last 
week, said he thought that Austria and Austrians might cxercise 
the function equivalent to a sort of trusteeship for the better, 
the more clevating, and the more liberal Germanism which 
some of them had known in the past. He did, not see any other 
centre in Germany itself of which that could be said.. 

He, personallyy thought that the Allies should be very carctul 
not to engage themselves to make any kind of peace with any 
kind of German Reich at all. A peace with Austria, which, 
fortunately, had been named as a separate oppressed State by 
the Attied Governments, was perfectly possible and should be 
made. Naturally, there would have to be a complete climination 
of the Nazis. 

It seemed to him that the future of Austria as an independent 
clement in a co-ordinated céntral Europe would depend in a 
very large degree upon the constructive thought that’ could be 
given to the Austrian gnd European problem, here and now, 
before the war was’ over. 

The meeting was presided over by Sir Walford Sclby, one- 
time Minister Plenipotentiary in Vienna.

New York Bars Anonymous Adyertisers 


A City Council bill aimed at barring employment agencies 
from inserting discriminatory advertisements in — has 
been signed by Mr. LaGuardia, Mayor of New York. 

The measure prohibits advertisements which limit the appli- 
cants to any race, creed, or colour, or exclude anyone for the 
same reasons, unless the agency has instructions in writing Irom 
the employer for whom the advertisement is placed. Where an 
employer orders the agency to place a discriminatory advertise- 
ment, his name must be given in the advertisement. : 

Recently (as reported in THe Jewish CHRONICLE) two bills 
prohibiting racial and religious discrimination by employers m 
New York State were signed by Governor Herbert H. Lehman. 
The first required public utilities, labour organisations and all 
firms doing defence and war work to sifémit to the State Labour 
Department pertinent records on their employment policies, and 
gave the State Industrial Commissioner sweeping power to 
investigate and prosecute war contractors .who discriminated 
against applicants for a job because of race, creed, or ‘colour. 
The second bill made it a misdemeanour for a war plant to 
refuse employment because of national origin, race, creed, or 
colour. 

A similar bill was signed in the State of New Jersey. 


ALIENS IN: AMERICAN FORCES 


Immediate Grant of Citizenship 


Aliens serving in the armed forces of the United States will 
be granted American citizenship immediately, provided then 
compuanding othcers support ther applications for waturalisa- 
tion, it was stated in authoritative quarters in Washington, says 
a Jewish Telegraphic Agency report 

Under the existing laws, ciizenship may be conferred upon 
any soldier who entered the conntry legally and who has served 
at least three months in the Army since September 1, 1939. The

ALEXANDRIA SYNAGOGUE 
DESTROYED 
Egyptian Tribute to English College 


The Menasce Synagogue, one of the principal Synagogues in 
Alexandria, has been destroyed in the course of an am raid. 

Ihe Synagogue was situated far from anything that might be 
even remotely considered a military target. All that remains of 
the building is the wall against which the Ark stands. This 
miraculously escaped destruction and the Sefarim were un- 
harmed. The extraordinary escape of the Sifre Torah has 
caused great gratification amongst the Alexandrian Jewish 
Community, who regard it as a good omen. 

Ihe Menasce Synagogue was built in 1873 at the expense of 
Baron Yaacoub de Menasce> who was for some yeara President 
ol the Alexandrian Community.

Vow to Sacrifice Our All 


The Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee of the Soviet Union have 
sent a cabled appeal to the Board of Deputies urging them to 
approach all Jewish organisations in Great Britain to join in 
a campaign for redoubled effort in the struggle, particularly to 
increase still further the output of munitions for the Forces 
engaged in the annihilation of Nazism. 

n the course of this cable, the Committee state: 

The bloody hangman's hand is raised against us all, against 
every Jew no matter where he is. In the past when Jews have 
been subjected to less severe oppression they all rose to a man 
against their “ Hamans.”’ responsibility for the existence 
ot the Jewish people lies with all Jews collectively and with 
every Jew individually. Together with all peoples in our Soviet 
country, Jews of the Soviet Union have vowed to sacrifice them- 
selves, to give up their lives and their property in the struggle 
with sanguinary Fascism: With our blood, with the blood of 
our children, of our brothers and sisters we have sealed this 
vow. Wherever they are, in aircraft, ships, tanks, submarines, 
at machine-gun and trench-mortar posts, in the cavalry, and 
among the partisan detachments, working at munitions, at lathes, 
in collective farms under aerial bombardment—wherever they 
are, they carry deep in their hearts this oath, and fulfil it as 
loyal sons of their Soviet Fatherland, and as loyal sons of the 
Jewish people.

Considerable developments had also taken place in regard to 
Jewish emplovees. Before 1917, Jewish employees represented 
10 per cent of the Jewish population To-day the figure was 
almost 35 per cent There was *no longer room tor Jewish 
traders, In the liberal professions, the number of Jews was nearly 
18 per cent of the Jewish population 

If, said Dr. Barou, they took the number of Jewish students 
compared with the students of other nationalities per thousand 
of the population, they would see that Jews had a much highe: 
proportion of students than the Russians, Ukrainians, and 
others. It meant that the old characteristic tendency of Jewish 
life in various countries, to switch over more and more through 
university education to the professions, was quite unexpectedly 
maintained in Soviet Russia, and as the facilities there were 
extremely great and no limits were put in any way, this process 
had developed in Soviet Russia much more than tn Germany 
and even in the United States. Dr. Barou recalled the fact 
that anti-Semitism in Soviet Russia was a punishable offence 

It was clear, said Dr. Barou, that when the majority of the 
Jews in the Soviet Union lived in big towns, worked in factorie 
and offices with a majority of other. nationals they could not 
help being exposed to assimilating influences. The percentage 
of mixed marriages was growing all the time. Yiddish was being 
used less and less in daily life. It was evident that it was 
impossible to maintain a national life on religion or on language 
and culture alone. Economic and territorial organisation were 
the inevitable condition for a nation’s survival.

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UNITED NATIONS 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S memorable oration on 
United Nations Day and the understanding reached 
between Russia and the two great Western Democracies 
are momentous phenomena organically connected. Ihe 
first sets forth in noble language the great ultimate pur- 
poses for which the Allied nations are fighting, while the 
diplomatic agreements hold a promise of added power 
to the nations pursuing that purpose, which may be of 
crucial and perhaps decisive importance, opening up 
as they do the prospect of fruitful post-war collaboration. 
Ihese understandings bring to an end an estrangement 
which in the past provided the common enemy with his 
most fruitful opportunity. The definite ending of that 
period of chilly detachment is one of the soundest 
guarantees against the evil forces of Nazism achieving 
alter the war by cunning and out of weakness what they 
have failed to win by brutality and force. To Jews this 
well-founded rapprochement has an added significance in 
that it ends also, at last, the isolation of the Russo-Jewtsh

cause which is really, in its essence, the cause of all 
mankind. Only crass shortsightedness or out-moded 
pettiness can render the Jewries of Britain and America 
imsensible to the value of this yenewed and precious link 
with brethren now freer than at any time in their 
chequered history. 

Ihe Anglo-Soviet Treaty repeats the pledge, already 
contained in the Atlantic Charter, of non-interlerence 
in the internal aflairs of other States. The reasons tor 
this pledge are easy to understand. But if interpreted 
lwo rigidly, it must be pointed out, this promise might 
work in a way contrary to the whole spirit and inten- 
tion of the treaty: and that clement of danger ought not, 
tor prudential reasons, to be overlooked. The point 
is well illustrated by a dispatch this week from the 
Ankara correspondent of THe Times. 
a general beliet in Turkey that in order to ensure real 
disarmament it will be essential to prevent the estab- 
lishment of regimes founded on hate, revenge, and lust, 
and he speaks of the consequent conviction that the 
principle of national sovereignty must therefore pertorce 
be curtatled in some respects. This is a wise and timely 
warning because non-intervention in the internal affairs 
ol other States would permit, for example, the setting up 
by the Nazt-intected youth of a persecuting regime 
. directed not only against the forlorn remnant of German 
Jewry, but against German Christians and all who accept 
the supremacy of God instead of the State. who regard 
the individual soul of man as sacred and the State as his 
servant. As soon as such a regime approaches powell it 
must be good-bye to the cause ol peace and international 
lraternity. Indeed, it can be said with some exacti- 
tude that as soon as discrimination between citizen and 
ciuzen begins, the first step towards external ageression 
has been taken. It is obvious that in these agreements, 
as in all the works and plans of man, the prerequisite 
for their success 1s the righteousness of the spirit inform- 
ing those who will have to implement them. And as 
a brilliant and inspiring guide to the spiritual progress 
with which alone a better world can be brought into 
being. no better words could have been chosen than 
President Roosevelt's great oration. 

Once again the President held up the Four Freedoms 
of common humanity—treedom of speech and faith, 
lreedom. from want and fear—as the goal of all 
endeavours. Like the prophets of old, his vision is 
universal. With the Biblical fervour that runs like a 
letmotiv through some of the noblest utterances of 
Allied statesmen, he insisted that “ these freedoms are 
the rights of men of every creed and every race, 
wherever they live.” Closing with the beautiful prayer 
specially Written for United Nations Day by the Amegi- 
can writer Stephen Vincent Benet—surely a unique 
feature in political speeches—-he begged for courage and 
foreseeing to begin the task of making of the earth a 
planet unvexed by war and “undivided by senseless 
distinctions of race, colour, or theory.” Most of all, he 
prayed for brotherhood, for * we are all of us children of 
the earth... If your brothers are oppressed, then we are 
oppressed. If they hunger, we hunger.” In these words 
rang out the reaffirmation of the old Jewish principle, 
disregard of which is nine-tenths responsible for man- 
kind’s present misery. “ We are our brother's keeper!” 
The proclamation of this fundamental condition of 
human progress and happiness by the chief of the 
world’s most powerful State was alone enough to mark 
the speech as one of the momentous occasions in numan 
annals. 

Faith in human progress, in the power of man to 
reach to better things than extreme ingenuity in destruc- 


In it, he reports - 


tion, belief in the advancement, despite all obstacles and 
disappointments, towards a better world so that “ our 
childreg and our children’s children may be proud of 
the name of man,” is‘ flanked by opposite dangers of 
silly optimism and sterile scepticism. Of late years and 
‘to-day perhaps the latter provides the greatest threat, as 
might be expected in view of recent history. It was 
this no doubt that President Roosevelt had in mind 
when he pleaded for the wisdom to comprehend the 
greatness of man’s spirit that suffers and endures so 
hugely for a goal beyond his own brief span—that spirit 
so vividly exemplified in the sublime self-sacrifices to 
which some men have risen and which gives the lie 
to and confounds the detractors of the human kind. 
If we are wise, and in the truest sense practical, we too 
Shall share the Presidents hopes and bend our every 
effort to bring his vision ta, realisation, marching in 
his faith “ toward the free world’our hands can make.”

RELIEF FOR THE AGUNAH 


AN announcement some time ago gave the welcome news 
that the problem of the Agunot-—the wives whose husbands 
are reported missing and presumed killed, but who cannot 
in Jewish law remarry——had at last, after vain efforts, found 
a solution in consonance with the Din. The legal process 
involved is simple, entails litthe trouble, and is safeguarded 
as effectively as possible against abuse. Its acceptability 
has been demonstrated by the fact that it has been adopted 
hy orthodox Jewish communities in many other lands. In 
this country, however, employment of this simple precaution 
by men about to go abroad on active service has been onls 
partial, and generally confined to the more educated classes. 
[his is highly regrettable and a poor reward tor all the 
thought and devotion which produced it. Past wars have 
resulted tragically for many women, who were left without 
knowledge of the whereabouts of their husbands and who 
could not marry again in the absence of the proof of death 
required by Jewish law. Their suffering was widely 
deplored, and the failure to tind some way out of ther 
trouble was often raised as a stick with which to beat 
orthodoxy. Now that this new way to meet the decrees 
of old wisdom has been evolved under the highest Orthodox 
auspices itois surely a thousand pities that wt should, from 
ignerance, sloth, or superstitjous susceptibility, be neglected.

A POLISH JEWISH STATESMAN 


Dr. lGonact ScHWaRzBART, the senior Jewish member of 
the Polish National Council, has earned Jewish gratitude tor.

“ promise to resoke the arbitrary law of the Colonels 
regime under which all Poles whose residence in Poland had 
been interrupted tor more than five years were deprived 
of ther citizenship and thus compelled to join the mournful 
ranks of the Stateless. This 1s not the only service which 
Dr. Schwarzbart has rendered, working tirelessly, tacttully, 
and with a steady sense of realism under conditions most 
unfavourable to this essential quality. In conjunction with 
his new colleague on the Polish National Council, Mr. 
Sz\gielboym, he has secured from the Polish authorities a 
recognition of their moral obligation to endeavour to 
counteract among their nationals the pernicious effects of 
anti-Jewish teaching—-a step which may be commended to 
officialdom 


elsewhere, in their own national interests. 
That these highly salutary proposals should have been 
accepted is a tribute to the reforming zeal and sense 


of fair play as well as enlightened self-interest of the exiled 


Polish statesmen. As such, they are of good omen. But 
Dr. Schwarzbadrts activities have extended over a wider 
field still, As a member of the National Council he has 


acted the part of a sleepless watch-dog over the welfare in 
other respects of his unhappy Polish corchgionists, while 
never forgetting the great general interests which are com- 
mon to all who strive for the right cause. He has incident- 
ally known how to stand up to the criticisms, adroit and 
multifarious, with which, as in the case of every Polish 
Jewish leader, he has been vigorously beset from within his 
own camp. That he has nevertheless accomplished so much 
we Owe to his quiet tenacity, his patience, his courage, tact, 
and constructive good nature, and his

Ihere are some particularly glaring inconsistencies in Mr.

This, of course, is again an 
obvious falsehood, as the treedom-—not to say licence—of 
this particularly vociferous Jew-hater clearly proves. The 
truth is that Mr. Brooks has written a very foolish and a 
very spiteful article and has given one more plain example 
of the way in which a normally efficient brain may 
succumb to the morbid infection of the anti-Semitic disease. 
Cértainly Mr. Brooks would never have urged a cause to 
which right and reason had led him with such obvious 
contradictions of argument, with such elementary blunders 
of fact and tact, and im such a pitiable style of spluttering, 
unreasoning spite. But his article will be not without its 
value if it provides a wasning*to others of the results of 
anti-Semitic infection in an otherwise healthy mind.

The election meeting of the Cardiff United Synagogue at the 
Isaac Samuel Mémorial Hall on one of the 
largest assemblies of the Community that has ever met and 
was conducted in a spirit of harmony that augurs well for the 
future of Cardiff Jewry.

Mr. Silver's statement was egrected with applause which grew 
even louder when Mr. Roskin proposed the inclusion of Mr. 
Silver's name among the Life Councillors to be appoigted.

In Polana 
shortly before the entry of the Nazis, she had warned sor 
wealthy Jews whom she knew of their impending peril, but her 
warning went unheeded. When she had pleaded with rich 
Austrian and Rumanian Jews to support the Jewish National 
Home, they told her that Zionism would only breed misfortune. 
Where were.the Jews of Poland, Austria, and Rumania to-day? 
They could not envisage the fate that was in store for them. 
Would Jews never learn the bitter lessons of the past”? 

What had they, the Jews of Glasgow, learned from recent 
events? They who had experienced thg horrors of air-raids, 
they who had been near to losing.a war—what would have been 
their fate? They must give their wholehearted support to the

The Treasurer of the Glasgow Jewish Board of Guardians, 
Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P., spoke at the Board's 75th annual

It had been decided, he said, to set up a capital sum of

“ Jewish 1942 Committee’ Formed 


TO FOSTER CLOSER RELATIONS 
From Mr SIMON BLUMENFELD 


To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—In August, 1941, a great Jewish Congress was held in 
Moscow under the auspices of the Soviet Jewish Anti-Fasgist 
Committee comprising writers, artists, scientists, Red Army 
commanders, aviators, and sailors. Among the many famous 
Soviet citizens who participated were Sergei Eisenstein, the film 
producer, Professor Peter Kapitza, the great physicist, Boris 
lofan, the architect, Ilya Ehrenburg, author, David Bergelson, 
Yiddish novelist, Markish, poet, an ‘Professor Mikhoels, of the 
Yiddish Theatre. This Congress passed a resolution calling on 
Jews the world over to intensify their efforts in the fight against 
Fascism. 

The following April, a second appeal was issued, This_was 
in two parts. The first contained a detailed account of Nazi 
atrocities committed against the Jewish population in the 
occupied areas, the second was a call for active and productive 
help from every section of World Jewry. 

On May 24 this year another Conference was held. Cables 
of greeting and solidarity poured in from all over the world. 
In Palestine. mass meetings and demonstrations were held. Ag 
reported in your issue of June 5S, the Palestine League for 
Soviet Russia cabled a message of encouragement and greetings 
to the Red Army and unknown heroes and guerrillas of the 
Soviet Union. . This message was signed by Dr. Judah L. 
Magnes, President of the Hebrew University, Professor Martin 
Buber, Dr. Kruk, Professor Adler, and other prominent 
Palestinians. 

From New York (via the J.T.A.) came the report of a 
meeting arranged by the Jewish Writers and Artists of America 
which broadcast direct to Moscow. The speakers, among them 
Dr Nahum Goldman, member of the Executive, Jewish Agency, 
Rabbi Isracl Goldstein, President Keren Kayemet, America, and 
Rabbi Isaac Herbert Loewenthal, member of the Council of the 
United Synagogues of America, expressed there admiration for 
the heroic resistance of the Red Army, and promised the full 
help and co-operation of American Jewry. 

For two decades, our kinsmen of the Soviet Union have been 
cut off from us. Now that these Soviet citizens appeal to us 
as Jews to Jews, we in Britain must not lag behind the rest of 
the world im recognising this historic event and our duty in 
answermg their appeal in a worthy manner, tor surely then 
conduct on every batticfront has carned them undying glory, 
which is reflected upon us lo further this purpose, and to 
establish a cultural link between the Jews of Britain and the 
Jews of the Soviet Union, the Jewish 1942 Comniittce ts being 
formed, comprising individuals. from existing representative 
Jewish organisations, Enelfsh and Yiddish writers, artists, 
screntists, and trades

Mosheh Oved, and Protessor Norman Bentwich have expressed 
therr complete approval and support, and many ether famous

To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHronicle 


Sir,—Your article, “ Order Out of Chaos,” in a recent issue, 
gave much food for thought. Efficient planning for the recon- 
struction of communal life after the war is obviously necessary. 
Readjustment of private life and families will be equally 
as important as reconstruction of communal organisation upon 
which the former will react. 

It is to be feared that individual reliance upon public welfare and financial 
provision experienced during the war years will have become a habit. and it 
is probable that as public authorities relinquish financial responsibility for 
vital and social welfare activitics borne by them during the war, the Com- 
munity will be expected to shoulder that responsibility sooner or later. As 
you so weil put it, “* reconstruction will mean big new financial burdens 
especially m the prominent ficid of Jewish education 

Nevertheless, reading the political siens of the times. it can be fairly 
assumed that national administrative and financial responsibility for the post- 
war care of the people in matters of ecncral social welfarc, housing. indigencc. 
infirmity. old age, health, ctc.. and the institutions appertaining thereto, will 
be assumed by the Govermment and public national authoritics, and this 
should in large measure relieve the finance of cxisting charitics whose income 
is derived largely from private benevolent sources 

There will still remain, however, ‘arecly dependent on private gencrosity 
institutions Or organisations dealine with sectarian requirements such as our 
Own. 

This brings us to the importance. when planning “ for a comprehensive 
and systematical reconstruction of every branch of Anglo-Jcewish life.” of 
Organisation and financial provision for Jewish education, which will 
certainiv be entirely dependent on the benevolent gecncrosity of Anglo-Jewry 

During the three years immediatcly preceding the war, of the total annual 
income derived from subscriptions. donations, and investments for Jewish 
domestic charities in this country, barely 15 per cent (about £56,000) was 
devoted to the purpose of Jewish religious @hucation. comprising permancnt 
schools and colleges, Talmud PHrahs. classes. and religious cducational 
OTganisations and institutions The balance of the total expenditure of these 
institutions was made up from the public authoritics in considcration ol 
secular education imparted in Jewish schools, ctc 

If Jewish cousciousness and practice is to be thofoughly awakened and 
installed, much more, probably up to £100,000 annually, will have to be 
expended on_a comprchensively organised system of Jewish rehgious cduca- 
tion to make uf for the lack of it and of Jewish environment during the war. 
and facilities will have to be provided in arcas where such were non-cxisicnt 
before. 

The problems of Jewish cducation are many. and will have to be encractic- 


ally taced if Anglo-Jewry is to survive It ss not only children that need 
attention. but for the revival of Judaism the vouth and adults, too, should hx 
reached im thetr clubs. settlements. athictic literary. and social centres.

IAM NOT WORTHY | 


1 am not worthy of the least of all thy mercies which 
thou hast shown unto thy servant.’—Gen., xxxii, 10. 


HERE is an exquisite tenderness and humility about 
T itese words of our ancestor Jacob. When he spoke 

them, he was sorely troubled: he was afraid of the 
enmity and the power of his brother Esau. If we took these 
words out of their context, we should probably imagine 
a man who was surrounded by all manner of blessings and 
comforts and security. Yet we find Jacob expressing his 
unworthiness of the Divine mercies actually in a time ol 
anxiety and peril. Experience shows that true gratitude 
and genuiné humility are so often shown just by those 
who might be expected to have little reason for either. 
Those who are abundantly blessed, on the other hand, have 
little appreciation of what they owe to others, to saj 
nothing of their debt to Divine providence. Measured by 
mans material needs and demands, those who have most 
are seldom those who show either humility or gratitude. 
Most of us are inclined to take for granted those blessings 
that we have, and are far more alive to those which are 
denied us. 

When we are dealing with our fellow men and women, 
we are often filled with an unpleasant sense of obligation, 
for it is surely happier to give than to receive. The rea! 
heartfelt “ thank-you ” is reserved fos those generous spirits 
who can’ be truly grateful, and vet can retain not merels 
their humility, but their dignity too. 


WHEN we speak of gratitude towards God, we ‘think ol 

those numberless blessings of which we are neve! 
sufficiently sensible just as human beings. We know that 
God never requires return for those gifts, that our sense of 
obligation can never be awkward or embarrassing, and that, 
for the most part, we share them with all humanity. Yet 
it IS not uncommon to find many who are irritated or 
disturbed at the very idea of giving thanks to God. Surelys 
God does not require our thanks or our praise! But those 
who sav this look upon such expressions of praise and 
gratitude as a duty. Undoultedl, they are a duty; but il 
they are merely that, if they do not spring from a natural 
impulse of humility. and unworthiness, then the most 
eloquent expression of them is valueless. 

Moreover, there are many who hate to be reminded of 
mans utter and ultimate dependence upon God, Independ- 
ence is one of the ultemate arms of the ordinary man and 
woman in their relation with the world and their neigh- 
bours. Modern political thought tends to deny or at least 
to question the rightness of the.very idea of independence 
of the individual, while religious thought. neve 
encouraged it. It is not one of the least ot Jewish weak- 
nesses that this sense of independence, however good or 
bad it may be, is carried somehow into our attitude towards 
God. This attitude is itself a barrier between God and 
man. If the brotherhood of man ts an ideal worth believing 
in and working for, then independence ts not only a fallac\ 
but a source ol evil. 

It is a fact that most of the blessings we enjoy in common 
with others we take for granted. If any one of them comes 
to be denied us, we rebel. Sometimes we ask for pity, and 
are persuaded that God has deserted us. Nor do we care 
to be called upon to realise that this mysterious-world was 
not created for our enjoyment! 


N this time of war, this lack of gratitude is very apparent 

in many of us, very glaring, very dangerous, and—not 
to be ashamed of an old-fashioned expression—very sintul. 
lt the German or the Polish Jew were found complaining 
of his lot to-day, nohe could condemn him. But for ws, 
the only fitting punishment would be consignment to join 
the victims of Nazi Germany. Perhaps an extreme instance, 
but all too common, is dhe crowning ingratitude of the 
parent whose son 1s in the fighting forces, and who con- 
vratulates those who have no children to send, or whose 
children are too young to fight! An old man said to a 
complaining wéman the other day, very gently but with 
infinite reproach in his words: “ Should we nat be thankful 
to-day if we have food to eat. a roof over our heads, and 
our dear ones unharmed?” Times ot danger and distress 
were so common in Jewish life: yet where do we find more 
repeated reminders of this duty of thankfulness than in the 
oid Jewish prayers? Is not almost every blessing. we are 
taught to recite a very act of gratitude to Hm who gives 
man, in spite of all his trials and sorrows, so much that even 
he who passes through the valley of the shadow of death 
can exclaim: my cup overfloweth! 

But if gratitude is the truest form of religion. it is also 
the most unfailing source of happiness. How often are we 
put to shame by those countless thousands of poor and 
sick and suffering who astonish us with their sense of grati- 
tude for the littl they have! Their thankfulness ts an 


expression of a kind of inner happiness and peace for which . 


possessions would not compensate, and which the world 
has no power to disturb. There is much in human life. in 
all ages, with which man must be ever utterly and com- 
pletely discoptented. This is human life, and only this 
way lies progress towards a better world. But to accept that 
which we cannot alter as the decree of a wise and loving 
God, to be content. with the powers and opportunities 
granted us, to be thankful for the blessings we are able to 
enjoy, to retain, in all circumstances of life, that sense of 
unworthiness which has been the mark of the pious in all 
ages, is the secret of happiness, as it is the reality of 
religious faith: “O vive thanks unto the Lord for He is 
good, for His mercy endureth for’ever,’

JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS 
Supervision of Difficult Refugee Boys 


At a special meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians which 
immediately preceded the ordinary mecting at 127, Middlesex 
Street, Bishopsgate, E.1, last week, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, K.C., 
was re-clected President; Miss Hilda M. Schlesinger and Mr. 
George G. Jacob were re-elected Vice-Presidents; Sir H. J. 
D’Avigdor-Goldsmid and Mr. Ellis A. Franklin, Treasurers; 
Mr. Maurice M. Keyser, O.B.E., Hon. Secretary: Mr. Julian 
G. Lousada, Hon. Solicitor; and Messrs. John Diamond, Hugh 
A. Franklin, M. N. Goldberg, R. Goodman, P. Y. Magnus, and 
Dr. H. Stern, Hon. Auditors. 

The meeting (over which Miss Schlesinger presided) agreed to 
the recommendation of the Executive Committee that Mr. 
Sidney Spanjer, a former member of the Board and Chairnyn 
of the Boys’ Welfare Committee, be co-opted on to the Board. 

At the ordinary meeting, Mr. Keyser moved the Executive's 
recommendation, which was agreed to, that in view of the long 
and devoted service which Mr. Oscar Selinger had given to the 
Board, he be elected a Life Member. 

Mr. Keyser reported that Mr. I. J. Rozelaar had been co- 
opted on the Executive Committee, and Miss Schlesinger 
reported that the United Synagogue had elected Capt. Edmund 
de Rothschild as one of their representatives on the Board in 
the place of Councillor Bolsom, who had resigned. 

The Auditors, Messrs. F, W. Stephens and Co., were re- 
clected. 

Mr. Keyser reported that the Executive Committee had 
agreed, subject to certain conditions, that the Boys’ Welfare 
Committee should undertake the placing and supervision of 
difficult cases tor whom the Refugee Children’s Movement are 
responsible Ihe Retugee Children’s Movement, said M: 
Keyser, had approached the Board in this matter, and that 
Movement would be responsible financially. 

Ihe only trouble, he continued, was that in the past they 
had had difficulty with another institution where there was 
divided responsibility, and eventually they had to ask that other 
institution to allow them to have the sole supervision Hie 
would be meeting representatives of the Refugee Movement

JUDAISM TRAVESTIED 


Conyersionists’ Flagrant Injustice 


The Jew In The Christian World. By H. Koswata and R. 
Swuitn. Student Christian Movement Press, 6s. 


Reviewed by the Rey. Dr. A. Cohen 


The joint authors of this little book are engaged in missionary 
activities, and their religious zeal colours their conception of the 
nature of the Jewish problem and the solution they propose. In 
their view the root of the trouble is a spiritual conflict between 
the narrowness of Judaism and the universalism of Christianity, 
and the cure for it the merging of Jewry in a rather nebulous 
body called “a world-wide Christian Church.” Despite the 
modern garb tin which they attire it, the solution is old and 
familiar. The large majorty of Jews in the past declined to 
pay the price of Jewish self-extinction for relief from their dis- 
abilities; that way of escape from hostility will be rejected by 
most Jews to-day, even if it were the infallible remedy for anti- 
Semitism, which it certainly is not. 

A serious consequence of the authors’ bias is that it has led them to present 
the non-Jewish reader with a distorted picture of Judaism which can only 
have the effect of creating or deepening prejudice against the Jew. After a 
reading of this burlesque of the Jewish rehgion, the reaction will surely be: 
Reared in such a debasing faith, the Jews cannot heip being an anti-social 
force in the world, and their suppression is a justifiable act of self-protection! 
It as true that the authors deprecate Jewish persecution, but their book, I 
am atraid, will encourage it 

It is a central thesis of their case that the distinguishing feature of the 
reharon of the Jew i8 an arrogant ecxchusiveness which arouses in him a 
sense of superiority and comemm for the rest of mankind They bolster up 
this hypothesis with faulty scholarship. For instance, they make much of 
Dcut. vi.. 6 which is translated in the English version: “I have chosen thee 
above all nations", With a show of Hebrew knowledge to impress the 
unicarned, they explain that @in has a double meaning. “ away from” and 
“more, higher than’: and adopting the latter, they allege that the Jews 
derived from the, text an ethnological superiority.” The translation is, of 
course, incorrect: and if they had consulted the Oxford Hebrew Lexicon. 
p 04a. they would have discovered that bachar mis significs nothing cise 
than “ select from.” 


* Jewish Exclusiveness Obsession 


This obsession about Iewish exclusivencses leads them into many errors 
To demonstrate how unjust they are to Jewish doctrine, | shall compare some 
of thew judements with those of a Christian scholar, Professor G. F. Moore, 
whose monumental study of Judaism bas been acclaimed for accuracy and 
objectivity. We have. ¢ @. the repeated statement that because of exclusive- 
ness “Jewish missionary activity has always been negligible." Contrast 
Moore's verdict “ The Jews were the only people in then workd who con- 
ceived the idea of a universal rehgion. and laboured to realise it by a Propa- 
ganda often more zealous than discreet (‘Judaism,”’ p. 22) But the 
authors refute. themselves on this point, because on page 117 they write that 
at the end of the fourth century Chrysostom “ finds his Christian peopic 
consulting Jewish Rabbis and being drawn away from the truce faith" They 
mention the consequences, unpleasant to the Jews, which ensued: and history 
tells how the conversion of a Christian to Judaism often had its sequel in a 
pmoerom. If, then. Jewish missionary activity lessened and finally disappeared 
in the era of Christian domination, the explanation has to be sought clse- 
where than in Jewrsh exclusiveness 

kt is the same with Evra’s policy on intermarriage To the authors it only 
sugeests a similarity with Hitler's “ racial gospel“: which reveals a total 
misunderstanding of the problem that then faced the Jewish Ieaders. Moore 
that their acthen “ certainly not to then discredit it accomplished 
its end in the survival of Judaism, and therein history has vindicated nn” 
p. 21) 

fhe controversial method adopted in this book is to be condemned. The 
truth is that the Rabbis. like the Church Fathers, “ere men of varying 
temperament and rarcly speak with one voice Some were narrow-minded 
and uttered harsh shuvings The authors have ignored all the passages which 
dixclose a broad outlook and carefully picked out the relatively few which 
sun their purpose An illuminating instance of this partisan sclection if seen 
by comparing the opmion of a minority of one Rabbi, which is quoted on 
Page &7. with the truc version of Jewish Law on the point at msuc given by 
Moore (11. op 106f), of which no mention ts made 

Faqually unreliable is their treatment of Zionism. There is space for the 
exposure of only onc glaring misstatement. On page 1%9 the reader is told, 
The imoaveration quota has been cut down to 1°.000 annually.” which 
sounds reasonable Thev are actually thinking of the.latest pre-war Govern- 
ment proposal, which allowed that figure for five years and then no more. 
This material fact is omitted 

It would be possible to piece together a picture of Christianity from isolated 
passages culled from the Church Fathers which the authors would certainly 
censure 2% a travesty By employing that method themsclyes they have 
produced a travesty of Judaism which will, I fear, prove a stumbPting-block to 
the blind

A cordial welcome will he accorded by all students of the 
Torah to the collection of halachic discourses which the Keren 
Hatorah Committee in London has published in memory of the 
universally revered Rabbi and leader of Lithuanian Jewry, R. 


Chaim Grodzinski whose recent death caused such 
widespread mourning among Jews everywhere. 

In the elaguent preface, in which the Editor, Dayan Abramski, pays his 
tribute to the deceased Gaon. stress is laid on the sustaining effect which 
intensive study of the Torah has always had on Jewish life. even in the midst 
of overwhelming misfortunes and great suffering. That the discourses sclected 
for publication in this brochure all deal with “ abstract questions,”’ which 
have no bearing on any of the problems that contront observant Jews to-day, 
does not, in the view of the Editor, detract from their importance and their 
fitness for publication at the present time. One has reason to doubt whether 
the late Rabbi Grodvinski himself, who was a most practical religious icader, 
would have subscribed to this view It is gratifying to note, however, that 
the essays which make up this Sefer Zicharon have all been contributed by 
Talmudical scholars domiciled in ‘this country (with the exception of one 
writte? by a Rabhi in lohannesbure). which is practiaglly the only country in 
Europe to-day where such a volume could have been published. The con- 
tributors are Rabbis Abramski, Unterman, Greenspan, Rogosnit7ki, 
Hlurwich. and Rabbi Kossovsky of Johannesburg. Further publications of 
this nature are promised if adequate support is obtained. Perhaps jhe 
Fditor will then make use. of his experience at the Beth Din to include 
T’shuvot, dealing wrth urgent queswons that require attention 


A HEBREW HUME 
David Hume: Masseketh teba ha-adam. Al Hat-tebunah. 
erusalem.,

At a time when the perversity of human nature drives one 
to despair, it is a good thing to go back to the classics of human 
thought whose authors have dedicated their lives to the solving 
of that great puzzle. 

Of such writers David Hume was one of the most conspicuous. The great 
interest present-day philosophy takes in his efforts is fully justified in more 
than one respect. It is. therefore, with very muck satisfaction that one wel- 
comes David Hume in the Hebrew “ dress "’ given to him by Mr. Joseph Ur. 
In 1934 this translator added to Hebrew philosophical literature Hume's 
* Enquiry Concerning the Principles of Morals."" Now he enriches it with 
the first book of his philosopher's fundamental “* Treatise of Human Nature: 
Of the Understanding.”’ Hume, the exccllent philosophical stylist-—of whose 
literary perfection Immanucl Kant was so envious-—-lends himself to a more 
fluemt translation than many a leading philosopher of modern times. On the 
other hand Hume's subticty is bound to “ harrew ™ any translator, even an 
experienced one like Mr. Ur, who has fulfilled his task with great skill. 

The second book contains at its end a helpful ** terminological key."" Most 
of the Hebrew terms are current in present Hebrew philosophical literature. 
A few of them, however, may not be universally acceptcd. 

The two books at hand are No. 21-22 of the “* Philosophical Classics" 
issued by the University Press, Jerusalem. These ‘* Classics ’ have especially 
endeared themselves both to Hebrew readers and to students of philosophy. 


THE REFUGEES 


COLLECTING FOR RUSSIA 
Willing Sacrifices for the Great Ally 


Austrian refugees in this country, poor though they are, have 
set themselves the task of collecting £1,500 during Austrian- 
Soviet Friendship Week (June 20 to 28), the money to go to the 
— ‘of a mobile X-ray unit for the Red Army (writes a 
EWISH CHRONICLE representative). 

Nearly all of these refugees:are Jews; already 811 have 
promised to hand over the wages which they will earn on the 
day of June 22 for this object, and many of them have also 
expressed their hope that they will double it. In many works 
where the Austrian war workers began collecting, their British 
workmates have followed suit. 

In two factories all workers have agreed to work two hours 
overtime on June 22 and to give the proceeds to the Austrian- 
Soviet Friendship Week. 

also learn that in one of London's big restaurants, the 
Austrian waitresses, who, like the others, receive their food as 
part of their wages, will, during the whole of June. work on a 
“ wages only” basis, and that the money equivalent to their 
food they will give to this campaign. 

The climax will be marked by a meeting at which 2,500 are 
expected to be present. It will be the biggest meeting of refugees 
that has ever taken place in this country. Messages from this 
mecting will go to Mr. Winston Churchill and to Premier Stalin. 


INTERNEES RELEASED IN AUSTRALIA 


Viennese Boys on a Fruit Farm 


I have been shown a letter sent by a young Jewish refugee, 
in which he has s@me interesting things to relate about his life 
since his release from internment in Victoria, Australia (writes a 
JiEewtsH CHRONICLE representative). Here are a few passages: 

“T am now happy to be a free man again. I volunteered 
for fruit picking, as in that work there is the gravest shortage of 
men. I was able to leave the camp under certain conditions, 
registering for the Labour Battalion of the Australian Army, 
as all other refugees in Australia had to do. 

‘My working place ts a farm, to which I have. been ordered 
trom the camp. I am perfectly free, with the only restrictions 
not to move out from the police district without special per- 
mission and to report at the police station every Saturday.” 

Working conditions are satisfactory; for he writes: “* My 
work is picking peaches off trees. My wages are Is. 10id. an 
hour, which makes about £4 10s. a week for 48 working hours 
The work is not hard. I am together with five other Viennese 
boys abolt my age. We have to do our own cooking. It costs 
about 1Ss. each weekly to get three decent meals every day. 
Lodging we have free on the farm.” 

The writer speaks highly of the manager who is in charge 
of this particular farm, and whom he describés as “an extra- 
ordinarily kind man.” He also writes of the Australian people 
as a very friendly people. |

CONFERENCE OF JEWISH YOUTH 
[(COMMUNICATED] 


Under the auspices of the. Joint Emergency Commitice. 
Refugee Children’s Department, Dr. S. M. Lehrman convened 
a conference of Anglo-Jewish Youth organisations recently, 

Dr. Lehrmarm stated that the Joint Emergency Committee ts 
now_in possession of complete lists of all the children brought 
over by the Refugee Children’s Movement into this country 
prior to the war. Of these about 1,$00 were of school age and 
between 4 and 4,000 over the age of IS. Every attempt was 
being made by the Joint Emergency Committee to provide 
Jewish religious instruction for orthodox Jewish children, and 
attempts are also made by the Liberal and Retorm Synagogues 
to cater for the spiritual needs of those children who are not 
orthodox. The problem, however, was to affiliate those over 
the age of 1S to existing Jewish youth movements. For this 
purpose an appeal was now being made to all Jewish Youth 
Organisations im this country to help the Joint Emergency 
Committee in their great task and to do their best to rally 
refugee adolescents under their various banners 

The conference was well attended and representatives trom 
practically every Youth Organisauion in London were present. 


CAREERS ‘ADVICE 


At least 2,000 new telephone operators, it is.announced, will 
be needed in London during the next 12 months. The vacancies 
are caused through girls in the Post Office service leaving to 
join the Forces or to get married. Applications should be made 
to the employment exchanges by girls between 16 and 19 and 
women from 26 to 35 for posts as temporary telephonists. It ts 
emphasised that girls should not be less than 5 feet tall, because 
of the need to be able to reach across the switchboards, nor 
should they be left-handed, as the dialling arrangement ts 
on the right-hand side, nor colour-blind, because of the light 


signals. Tuition in schools is given to those accepted for trial. 
The A.T.S. has announced that it needs several hundred 
cooks. Recruits of exceptional intelligence and proved organis- 


ing ability volunteering for this .work are given a six-week 
course in kitchen management, large-scale catering, store 
Organisation, and dict-balancing at one of the 34 A.T.S. cookery 
schools. The instructors were hotel chefs and domestic sctence 
teachers in civil life.

Points from Letters 


THE SABBATH 


In your editorial note on this subject in your last issue you 
suggest we should encourage the partial observance of the 
Sabbath, while attempting to preserve the ideal. Permit me to 
point out, first, that there can be no partial observance of 
the Sabbath, Just as a “ partly true” statement is, taken as 
a whole, a talse statement, and a mixture of kasher and trefa 
is trefa, so “ partial observance is a mere cuphcmism far 
“ desecration.” Secondly, any acceptance of the plea of 
economic needs as a valid excuse for Sabbagh desecration surely 
iwnores the tundamental teaching of the Sabbath—faith in God 
as the creator and ever-present source of all things, material 
as well as spiritual, Not “my power and the might of my 
hand hath gotten me this wealth” (Deut. vid, 11-18); “ for all 
things come of Thee” (i Chron. xxix, 14)—this is the faith 
that should guide the Jew im his search for a livelihood. To 
say: “ Trust in God is no doubt a very fine sentiment, but in 
practice, to be on the safe side, I would rather trust to my 
own elflorts ” is to reject the main teaching of the Bible, by 
which all the rest stands or falls. The blessings of faith, which 
are also the blessings of the Sabbath—the destruction of fear, 
the banishment of worry, the tranquillity of mind and spirit— 
can be enjoyed only by making faith a reality; by devoting 
one’s whole life and activity, for one day in seven, to God. To 
divorce the ideal from the practice is merely to make a mockery 
of the ideal. No, Sir; the remedy lies in Torah-education, by 
which is meant the education of the mind and heart to a con- 
sciousness of God's presence and providence. Only then will 
it be seen that those seemingiy “ and “ unsympathetic 
laws, which seem to us to take so litthe account of human needs 
and. difficulties, are in reality a literally Heaven-sent oppor- 
tunity of rising above those very difficulties and overcoming 
them.—L. Weinkxorr, 41, Manor Way, Chesham, Bucks. 

Very few Jews, I believe. cither deliberately or wantonly dese- 
crate the Sabbath. It is primarily a question of livelihood. The 
weekly wage earner with obligations to a family is quite 
obviously unable to forgo the sacrifice of part of his wages. 
The small trader whose very existence depends on his Saturday 
takings, is similarly placed. For those few renegade Jews who 
can well afford to observe the Sabbath, but meeles the worship 
of Moloch, one can have nothing but contempt. Our religious 
leaders should direct their efforts towards the making of the 
Jewish masses a litthe more conscious of the significance of 
Judaism. And here the Synagogue can play an important role. 
Later Friday night services (of course in normal circumstances), 
fully choral, with an interesting and topical sermon, should prove 
successful. Similarly attractive Sunday morning services should 
be given a trial. It ts no use some religious zealots protesting that 
this 1s not Judaism; let it be remembered that these protesters are 
not attempting to alleviate the difficult position. It is futile for 
our relyious leaders to magine that. propaganda, no matter how 
intensive, can bring about any appreciable halt to the breakfie 
up of Sabbath observance. For no longer can it be said that 
Judaism can only be represented by the religious Jew, for his 
day is drawing to a close. The day of the nationalist Jew, 
the Jew whose aim and inspiration is Zionism, has long since 
dawned, and our religious leaders must now associate them- 
sclves heart and soul with the new ideas which alone will 
perpetuate the traditions of Judaism.—Mr. Davin BrotmmMacner

“NEGLECTED EDUCATION OF GIRLS ” 


The Divine command to Abraham: “In all that Sarah may 
say unto thee, hearken unto her voice! "—(Gen. xxi, 12)-—was, 
undoubtedly, imtended to demonstrate and proclaim woman's 
equal status in our social life. Miriam, Deborah, Hannah, and 
others ate illustrations of the real freedom which was accorded 
to women and the esteem in which they were held. It 1s con- 
sequently tor the benefit of mankind and social well-being 
in particular, that traditional Judarsm has never invited women 
to participate as equal partners with men in the observance 
of the “ Six hundred and thirteen Mutzvot.” Owing to physical 
limitation, nature has apportioned to man and woman specific 
duties: one to care for the need and the other for the comfort 
of their household. It ts ridiculous to see a man performing 
the dutres of a woman, such as feeding and bathing the children ; 
and it as smmularly distasteful to see a woman standing on the 
Bima and sharing out Aliot to worshippers. (Legally, it is quite 
permissible for a woman to be even called up to the Law 
sce ifegilah 23a.) It is not the person. who is called up Hagbah 
and Gelilah, but the hand that rocks the cradle that “ rules the 
world.” There is an authentic story about a great Rabbi who, 
on hearine the cry of a child when going to shool on Yom 
Kippur night, entered the house, made the baby comfortable 
and rocked the cradle until the “ orthodox” mother returned 
from service. Is that what your correspondent demands? It 
iS grotesque and absurd to claim woman's equal participation 
in traditional observances! Let both Jewish men and women 
recognise their obligations and proper in life and act 
accordingly, without trespassing on one another's duties. The 
culogy of the “woman ot. worth” is that she “ riseth also 
while it is yet night, and setteth forth provision for the house- 
hold.” Her virtue in rising eacly is not in attending the first 
Minyan in shool, but her devotion to her children in preparing 
ther breakfast in time.—Mr Josern Porton, 41, Nunroyd 
Road, Leeds, 7.

Dr. Norman Maclean in his review of my book “ Palestine. 
A Policy has misrepresented me—I gn certain unintentionally 
—jn saying that my proposal is that the Zionists should be 
“a permanent minority in an independent Palestine.” 1 cannot 
find in the book any statement to that effect. As for leaving 
Jionrsts “at the mercy of their enemies ” there again I can 
find no suggestion of a desire to do so. The intention of my 
proposal ts to remove the cause of the present Arab-Jewrsh 
enmity which if it continues will destroy both Palestine and 
the Jewish national home. It 1s surely merely a truism to say 
that no National Home can exist in the permanent shadow 
of the suspicions, fear, and hatred of not only the non-Jewish 
inhabitants of the country but also of the far larger surround- 
ing population. Again, it is true that I advocate a Palestinian 
state “in which Jews and Arabs shall be on perfect equality.” 
But Dr. Maclean im his next sentence departs from the obvious 
meaning of this phrase by suggesting that it is synonymous with 
“a permanent minority of one-third and a permanent majority 
of two-thirds.” have never written of a permanent 
minority or “ permanent majority.” An individual Pales- 
tinian—Arab or Jew--is not a third or two-thirds. Both are 
equally one-millionth, or, more exactly, less, of the population. 
Just as we in this country are first human beings, secondly 
Britons and thirdly Englishmen or Scotsmen, so one looks 
forward optimistically to Jews, Arabs. Armenians, Circassians, 
and all the other numerous -nationalities being first human 
beings, then Palestinians, and only thirdly Arabs or Jews (in

I will now deal with the balance-sheet and will take the assets 
side first.
